BACK POWER MEETING 


Chattanooga, Tenn., October 13.— 
(P)}—The control of floods in the Mis- 
sissippi valley “is the most important 


problem before the war department 
today,” Secretary Davis said in a let- 
ter to Chairman Joseph Hyde Pratt 
of the Southern Appalachian Power 
conference, in session here. 

“The subject is being discussed at 
many meetings such as yours,” the sec- 
retary declared. “These interchanges 
of thought will clarify the situation 
and are of benefit to the department, 
as it welcomes ideas and comments 
from any one who.is interested in the 
| subject. All reasonable plans are be- 
ing considered and the relative merits 
of reservoirs, levees, spillways and di- 
versions are being carefully analyzed. 
Over 150 engineers of the war de- 

artment are engaged in these studies. 

he work is being coordinated by the 
chief of engineers, whose report will 
be submitted to congress when it con- 
venes in December. The plan of the 
army engineers which will be sound, 
both as to its engineering and its eeo- 
nomics will solve this most complicat- 

ed problem.” 
Two Send Regrets. 

Two other cabinet officers sent their 
regrets and best wishes for the suc- 
cess of the conference. 

“IT am naturally greatly interested 
in the development of our power re- 
sources,” Secretary Hoover wrote, 
“‘narticularly in the south, where 


materials and abundant labor, we may 
build up that diversification of occu- 
pation and economic interest which 
makes for steady advance in standards 
of living and comfort of the people and 
stability in industry and commerce.” 

“As a member of the federal power 
commission, I am of course interested 
in all publie discussions of this sort, 
which tend to produce a better under- 
standing of the problems of power de- 
velopment and encourage a greater 
utilization of the power resources,” 
wrote Secretary Work. 

Secretary Jardine’s letter pointed 
out the importance of electricity to 
the agricultural interests and especial- 
ly to» the farm. 

Farm Opportunities. 

“The farm offers the greatest poten- 
tial opportunities open to the electri- 
cal industries,” he said. “Electricity, 
in turn, offers to agriculture vast po- 
tentialities for the development of 
more efficient farming and for a more 
permanent agricultural and rural sys- 
tem. 

“There are approximately six and 
one-half million farms in the United 
States. The total cost of the power 
utilized on these farms is at least $5,- 
000,000,000 a year, while the value of 
the human labor expended amounts fo 
even more than this figure at prevail- 
ing farm wages. Here is one of the 
distinct opportunities presented by ag- 
riculture for electrical expansion.” 

Governor Henry Wharton, of Ten- 
nessee, said that press of duties pre- 
vented his attendance. He heartily 
indorsed the idea of the conference 
and felt sure that something worth 
while with reference to the solution 
' of the water power situation may be 
' worked out. 


LOSS TO WORKERS 
BY FIRE STRESSED 
BY U. S. CHAMBER 


Recently a Jarge Tumber mill in 
| Florida was totally destroyed by fire, 
‘the loss amounting to approximately 
, $1,000,000. This fire threw 1,000 men 
| out of work. 

| Sometimes fires which involve lit- 
' tle property loss affect large numbers 


'of workmen. ‘The recent fire in. the 


timbering of a subway under construc- 
tion in New York city is said to have 
put 25,000 people out of work for at 
least two days. The Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States urges that 
these indirect losses be given just as 
serious consideration as the losses to 
property in connection with the ob- 
servance of Eire Prevention week. 

Business concerns can, in a large 
measure, control the fire losses of their 
establishments and thus safeguard the 
employment of their workmen. One 
of the great railroad systems of the 
country has paid so much attention to 
fire prevention and fire extinguish- 
ment that its fire Josses last vear were 
practically negligible. Its employees ex- 
tinguished 235 fires with a total loss 
of only $14,000 as compared with 
$38,000,000, the value of the property 
endangered. Fire prevention work on 
this railroad incluudes thorough in- 
struction of employees in regard. to 
fire hazards and fire extinguishing ap- 
paratus. 

Private fire brigades have proved 
, valuable adjuncts to the public fire de- 
partment for plants which have pri- 
vate fire protection facilities. It is 
important that such brigades be well 
trained and equipped if they are to 
prove of value in time of fire. Their

The Community Chest’s 
organizations for instryction and de- 
velopment of youth have more than 


‘proven their effectiveness in this re- 
zations for youthful training and de-}* 


pect. 
Curative Methods Necesshry. 

“Social work designed to prevent the 
development*of social disaster is and 
should be a prime motive of all com- 
munity-wide social endeavor. Curative 
methods are necessary.and must be 
made, but it is the height of short- 
sightedness to strive only to cure those 
who are already afflicted without mak- 
ing concerted and definite attempt at 
the prevention. 

“To the skeptics I would ask first 
of all—‘What has become of the bad 
boy gang that used to cause so much 
trouble in every community?’ Most 
people will reflect and realize that 
this problem is not nearly so acute as 
it used to be. And in seeking a rea- 
son for the change, they will find 
that the development of recreational] 
facilities in general, which iveludes 
such orgavizations as those of the 
Boy Scouts, the Girl Scouts, and those 
other bodies for the intelligent and 
wholesome training of youth, such as 
the Community Chest fosters, have sub- 
stituted a more wholesome and at the 
same time a more desirable method 
of spending spare time than was of-

CORPORATION TAXES. 

In a statement released from the 
office of the American Cotton Man- 
ufacturers’ association at Charlotte, 
George S. Harris, president of the 
Exposition Cotton mills of Atlanta, 
and president of the association, 
urges a sharp reduction in the cor- 
poration taxes. He says: 

“The people should be encouraged 
to invest their money in the capital 
stock of corporations rather than be 


capital of a great many people in 
one enterprise has contributed largely 
to the commercial supremacy of the 
United States.” 

Mr. Harris is correct. The‘ cor- 
porations in 1924 paid approximate- 
ly two-thirds as much federal taxes 
as dividends. This statement was 
recently contained in a report of 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, which report vigorously rec- 


taxes, based upon the treasury sur- 
plus, by at least $400,000,0C0, 2nd 
that the corporation taxes should 
not exceed 10 per cent. The pres- 
ent levy is 134 per cent. 

Corporations have become the 
most important part of the eco- 
nomic structure of the country. 
Small-scale individual business has 
largely given way to large-scale cor- 
poration business, and the people 
have profited. The costs of operat- 
ing have been cut down on account 
of volume, and the consuming pub- 
lic has reaped the benefit. 

Small investments in large cor- 
porations have become fixed as a 
financial system. The largest pro- 
ducing corporations today are no 
longer owned by small groups of 


means. 
oi the masses, from two viewpoints 
—stockholders and consumers—the 
taxes on corporations should not be 
burdensome. 

Again, excessive corporation 
taxes keeps money out of safe pro- 
ductivity. On the part of small in- 
vestments it too often seeks un- 
sound investments, and millions of 
dollars are thus lost each year to 
those who can ill affori io lose. 
Increased productivity means _ in- 
creased employment and better 
economic conditions generally. 

It will be recalled that the last 
federal revenue law subjected cor- 
poration incomes to a sharp in- 
crease in rates. 

Mr. ‘Harris voices the sentiment 
of economists and of business peo- 
ple generally and of consumers who 
give the matter analytical thought. 

After all, the consumer pays the 
taxes, although trade is hampered 
and curtailed when the burdens im- 
pose unduly upon him. 

Tax reduction is far more impor- 
tant than reducing the national debt. 
Half of the war debt has already 
been met, and this is a phenomenal 
record,

The memoir relates 
that, on a morning of June, 1540, 
Master Joao Torto, a teacher of writ- 
ing, had this proposal announced by 
the street crier: “Be it made known 
to the inhabitants of this town of 
Vizeu that this month will not end

A few days before the date appointed, 
he proudly showed his marvellous con- 
struction. He wore a cap in the form 
of an eagle’s head with a great open 
beak.

At 4 o’clock in the 
morning Master Joao began to hoist 
his machine to the tower, As the 
hour of 5 struck, he threw himself, 
with it, into space.

An Author’s 
Trick. 


“Fortune comes while you sleep,” 
says an Italian proverb. Sometimes 
it also comes while you thumb the 
leaves of old books, it seems. For this 
was the experience of Eugenio La- 
costa, a student at Rome, who had 
become a habitue of the vatican li- 
brary. Leafing a volume of Emile 
Fabrier de Revisa one day he found 
a scrap of paper on which were writ- 
ten these words: “Whoever finds this 
note should take it to my notary and 
ask him to refer to his register L 1 
No. 162.”

I am over thirty and I sincere- 
ly believe there is no man living 
who loathes himself as I do, I 
hare been thoroughly contemptible, 
selfish, thoughtless and cruel in 
all my relations to other people 
and have had no hesitation in fre- 
quently lying. Even my weakness 
seems to have done more harm 
than the deliberate wrongdoing of 
others that I know. I try to re- 
sist evil, but temptations of which 
I am utterly ashamed have over- 
come me. I cannot feel much 
hope for myself. 

When others say encouraging 
things to me I feel that it is be- 
cause they do not know me. At 
the bottom of my conscience is the 
terrible knowledge of things I 
have done, of those I haven't 
done, but wanted to do. They 
are the acts and wishes of an 
infamous person. 

I have thought of suicide, not 
from a cowardly wish’ to escape 
life, but because it seemed that I. 
had a right to condemn myself to 
death—that I was unfit for any- 
thing else. For years I had a re- 
sponsibility which made this im- 
possible of which I am now reliey- 
ed. I have still hesitated because 
‘I did not dare to die without 
at least trying to leave behind a 
less rotten record. It seems to me 
that I am damned, that I could > 
not have done the things I have 
done if I were not congenitally 
wrong, and this feeling paralyzes 
all hope of initiative. 

I want to face the facts, be- 
cause I cannot accomplish any- 
thing without the basic honesty 
which I have always lacked. How 
can I keep this terrible past from 
overwhelming me and undermining 
my efforts? Is there any hope 
for a man like me? Can I change 
or is it simply a case of trying 
to grow “figs from thistles?” 

I am one of those who began 
reading your column to scoff, and 
I have remained to pray. In any 
case, I want to thank you for 
Your answers. May God, in whom 
I cannot believe, bless you, if He 
exists, 

No man who loathes his own evil as 
you do is beyond redemption, nor is 
he far from it sa long as he conceives 
as you do the better way of life. You 
do not want to quit it till you have 


amended yourself and your record. To 
do this you would fain believe in God. 


Consider four solid reasons that you 
are salvable and worthwhile. 

(1) Nobody wants to part with a 
desperate but brave struggling soul 
like yours. 

(2) Start from the top of what 
you are and not the bottom. Recov- 
ery begins in our best, not our worst. 

(3) Hate your sjn as much as you 
will, but do not despise yourself, nor 
like Sisyphus, roll the stone of your 
guilty past up and down the hill of 
useless remorse.

I am trying to carry a load on my 
mind that keeps me on the point of 
suicide all the time. . . .
